Washington, November 30.—(Special.)— 
President Cleveland says if the senate 
passes the Dingley tariff bill at thie ses- 
sion he will not veto it, nor will he sign it, 
but will let it become a law without his 
signature, as he did in the case of the Wil- — 
son-Gorman bill, with the exception of the 
section relating to wool, which imposes @ 
duty equivalent to 60 per cent of the Me- 
Kinley rate. The Dingley bill is no differ- 
ent in principle, the Wilson-Gorman Dill 
providing as it does for a 15 per cent in- 
crease all along the bill and containing the 
ad valorem system. 

Whether this Dingley bill passes or not, 
such republican leaders as Senators Lodge, — 
McMillan and Chandler give it out that 
McKinley will call an extra session of con- 
gress in March. President McKinley will 
not be satisfied with the Dingley hill and 
neithér will the majority of the republicans 
in the fifty-fifth congress. Its passage will 
not lessen the need of revising the tariff 
revenue yielding and protective lines. 

Word comes from Canton that Major Mc- 
Kinley expects the additional revenue from 
the Dingley bill to be small, on account of 
anticipatory importation, which the debate 
upon the bill and the expectation of furth- 
er tariff legislation will provoke. 

Consequently he believes now that speedy 
tariff revision will be necessary and that 
the sooner the. fifty-fifth congress gets 
about it the better. 

There will be no tariff commission, tem- 
porary or permanent, with the willing con- 
sent of ths next administration. Major Mc- 
Kinley believes the work should be under- 
taken by congress and carried through by 
the men chosen to legislate.

White and L. D. White, P. B. Callison and 
ex-Senator W. H. Yeldell were standing, 
when J. V. White said something about the 
letters that had- been written during the 
last canvass. 

Wililams replied that he thought the mat- 
ter had been settled, and if they were not 
Satisfied they would have to act. White 
then cursed him and shook his fist in Wil- 
liams’s face, whereupon the latter knocked 
him down, 

When White arose he had his. pistol in 
his hand, and befcre any one could inter- 
fere, Williams drew his pistol and fired, 
shooting his antagonist through the heart, 
killing him instantly. 

Shoots the Second Brother. 

L. D. White then began cutting Williams 
about the head and face. Williams turned 
and shot the second White twice in the 
Stomach, and in each arm. 

White lingered till 4 o’clock this morning, 
when he died. He had a pistol in his 
pocket but Cid not draw it at all. Williams 
received a severe cut across the temple, 
and it was thought that he would bleed 
to death before a physician could reach 
him, but he is now resting well. 

The bodies of the dead men had not been 
removed from the church this evening. 
Each leaves a wife and children entirely 
dependent upon them for support. Both 
were Masons and wll be buried tomorrow 
at Bothany, the scene of the difficulty, with 
Masonic honors. 

All the parties to the tragedy are re- 
fcrmers.

In the papers 
that were being carried to the custom house 
Fermer Mate James Floyd was indorsed 
as master. Notice was then given that she 
would probably make application later for 
clearance to Jacksonville. But before this 
Was done a messenger was dispatched to 
Owner Bisbee, conveying’ the information 
that the treasury department had instruct- 
ed the collector not to clear her. This made 
@ sudden change in plans necessary, and in- 
creased activity was apparent among the 
Dauntless people. 

Rumors were rife as to her intention to 
leave without clearance, but these were de- 
nied and at a late hour she was at her dock. 
Whether she will sail in the next few hours 
is problematical, but it ts believed to be 
her purpose and once she is away the 
Cubans will be happier. 

At Jacksonville the Commodore is being 
put in shape for a cruise. She will be clear- 
ed for Havana by Captain Morgan. 

One informant states she will carry an 
expedition. Another states she will go out 
as a dispatch boat for The New York Her- 
ald with Correspondent Scoville on board. 
Tke Dauntless will make Port Antonio 
Jamaica, her next destination. There she 
will take a cargo of fruit for the American 
trade.

Should the Dauntless -be refused clear- 
ance at Jacksonville, Mandamus proceed- 
ings will doubtless be instituted against the 
collector at that port.

In response to the request of a 
reporter of the Southern United Associated 
Press, Bishop Keane said: 

“During the discussion that has _ been 
gothg on in the newspapers about the af- 
fairs of the Catholic university, I do not 
remember to have seen an imterview at- 
tributed to me. I have never said a word 
to any one and have been fairly treated by 
newspapers. I do’ not know that I should 
say a word now, and I should not but for 
the fact that I do not care to appear to be 
attempting to throw a cloak of mystery 
about myself or my movements. I will, 
therefore, only say that when the holy 
father expressed the wish that I should 
sever my relations with the university, I 
resigned the rectorship willingly and with- 
out regret. Instead /of going into that re- 
tirement that would have been so accepta- 
ble to me, I am now on my way to Rome. 
The holy father has called me to a posi- 
tion there of honor and responsibility, and 
I shall take the first opportunity to as- 
sume the duties of the new position with 
which I have been honored. This much of 
a statement may, perhaps, be of interest, 
and I trust that«it will set at rest idle ru- 
mors that have or may bo put in circula- 
tion.’’ 

Bishop Keane goes to Rome to become a 
member of the propaganda, which deals 
with the propagation of faith and has vast 
influence upon the clergy of the church. It 
is said that as an American representative 
in this college he will be in position to do 
a great good and still be in touch with the 
people with whom he has so long been as- 
sociated.

BELIEVE CLEVELAND WILL TAKE ACTION 


Give Vivid Accounts of the Brutal 


Treachery of Spanish Soldiers. 
The Mode of Warfare. 


The Cuban colony of refugees in Atlanta 
has been increased by the arrival of several 
additional families who are seeking 
shelter and protection from the Spanish 
soldiers and have fied from the reign 
of terror that has enveloped the island 
that is fighting for freedom. 

Geveral arrivais were announced yester- 
day, and a party of influential and wealthy 
Cubans came in late yesterday afternoon 
and will make this city their temporary 
home until the war cloud in Cuba is dis- 
pelled. 

One of the party of Cubans now tn Atlan- 
ta was seen yesterday, and he talked free- 
ly the situation, giving the locaifn of 
Maceo and interesting news of the war. 
His name is withheld, however, as he has 
several members of his family still on the 
island who could not escape, and it is for 
their protection and on account of a valu- 
ble estate that his name was not given. 

“You will pardon me for requesting that 
my name be withheld from the public 
prints,” said he, “but there is too much

“Thirty days ago I owned a vast estate 
Cuba. Today I am penniless. I am 
troubled abouf my losses. A Cuban who 
| is in Atlanta today, running a barber shop, 

was worth $2,000,000 when he left Cuba. He 
is penn less today. We had rather be pen- 
niless in free Cuba than to be wealthy and 
pay tribute to Spain and live under the op- 
pressive rule of a monarchy.

We fought once for twelve years, and then 
there was nothing like the sentiment for 
freedom in the island as there is today. 
We will repeat our fight. We will pro- 
long the war and declare our independence 
to the end. It is a question of time—that 
is all.

I say his statement fs a lie—emphatically a 
lie.

The reports sent 
out are colored by the Spanish to suit 
themselves. The cablegrams are doctored 
and Spanish victories are heralded across 
the world when they are talse in every 
word. 

Private Letters Are Opened. 

~ “Look here,” said he, and he pulled from 
his pocket a packet of postal cards.

We carried the 
wounded men on litters and treated them 
as if they had been Cubans. The wounded 
were received by the Spanish and when 
our escort departed it was fired upon by 
the Spanish and many of our men were 
killed. That is but one instance of Spanish 
treachery. 

“‘Fanmers and planters have been offered 
protection if they would leave their homes 
and go to Havana. Acting upon the prom- 
ise of Weyler, many went to Havana, but 
were no sooner in the city than they were 
arrested and shot. Those who are not nrlir 
dered are sent to Africa, where they linger 
in solitude, torture and chains untth they 
diie.’’ 

There are now about 165 ban families 
in Atlanta and many others are expected 
to arrive within the next few days, Those 
who are here are actively at work in the 
interest of the war and are in daily com- 
munication with the movements of the pa- 
triot army. ,

Governor Oates assumes that the receipts 
mext January will be equally as large as 
those of last January, which aggregated 
more than $25,000 per day, and that with 
these receipts the state will be enabled to 
care for its labilities within that month.

LARGE INCREASE OVER '95~96 


Soldiers Have Not Received Sufficient 
Funds Heretofore. 


PAID NEARLY ALL EXPENSES THEMSELVES 


Lieutenant Oscar Brown, Colonel Usher 
Thomason and Others Speak in 
Behalf of Georgia Soldiers. 


Yesterday afternoon the finance commit- 
tee of the legislature met and recommended 
that the military appropriation of the state 
be increased to $48,000. 

This action on the part of the committee 
will be appreciated by the military men of 
the state who have been working hard for 
an increased appropriation. 

The following; appeared before the com- 
mittee and argued the cause of the troops: 
Lieutenant Oscar Brown, ex-Governor 
Boynton, Colonel Ed Wright, of Albany, 
and Colonel Usher Thomason, of Morgan, 
who is the chairman of the house committee 
on military affairs. These gentlemen pre- 
sented strong and telling arguments in be- 
half of the appropriation. 

Lieutenant Brown showed, among other 
things, that the organized strength of the 
Georgia volunteers is 4,555 men and that 


| there are only seven states in the union 


which have a larger volunteer service than 
Georgia. He showed that the appropria- 
tion for last year, $16,000, was only a frac- 
tion more than $3 per man, while the 
amount expended in maintaining the forces 
was not less than $15 per man. The sol- 
diers themselves contributed five times as 
much as the state. 

In speaking of the appropriations made 
by other states for their troops Lieutenant 
Brown showed that California, with 4,364 
troops, appropriated last year $370,270; Illi- 
nois, with 6,226 troops, appropriated $272,500; 
(Massachusetts, with 5,344 troops, appropri- 
ated $215,000; New York, with 12,900, ap- 
propriated $430,000; Pennsylvania, with 8,482 
troops, appropriated $350,000; Rhode Island, 
with 979 troops, appropriated $190,000, and 
Georgia, with 4,555 troops, appropriated 
only $15,000. He showed that while some of 
the state forces were only 610 in number, 
yet $15,000 was the lowest amount that 
was appropriated in any state. 

He showed that the uniforms worn by the 
Georgia volunteers were purchased by the 
soldiers individually and that many of 
the companies are not provided with over- 
coats and blankéts, which they need very 
badly, and without which they are unfit 
for hard service. 

Lieutenant Brown said that equipments 
for the medical corps are badly needed and 
a medical chest well fitted out should be 
supplied to each regiment and separate bat- 
talion. 

He said that the incidental expenses at 
the headquarters of the regiments and 
separate battalions are all borne by the 
regimental commanders and the amounts 
foot up to a considerable sum. 

These are the principal points that. were 
argued before the committee and Lieuten- 
ant Brown asked that an appropriation of 
$50,000 be given to the troops. Al) of the 
other gentlemen made speeches before the 
committee, and they made some _ strong 
arguments. The subject was then consider- 
6d. by the committee, and after much argu- 
ing among themselves, it was decided to 
ask the legislature to make the appropria- 
tion for the ensuing year $48,000. 

The committee also recommended that

the very threshold of their experiments 
by the fact that the six and a quarter 
millions of voters who indorsed demo- 
cratic principles not many weeks ago are 
men ‘whose convictions cannot be 
changed by corruption or coercion; that 
they do not need to be organized or re- 


crats; and that they, as democrats today, 
they will be democrats tomorrow, and 
the day after, and four years from now. 
If Mr. Cleveland or any other ambi- 
tious person desires to reorganize this 
solid phalanx on lines agreeable to the 
idolators of Mammon, let him try it! 
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Our State Militia. 

Within the next few days the legisla- 
ture will be asked to make a liberal ap- 
propriation to the state militia, and, i 
justice to the soldier boys who constitute 
the state’s bulwark of defense, there is 
every reason why this appropriation 
should be large enough to serve the pur- 
pose of a substantial encouragement. 

Last year the state appropriated only 
$15,000. In spite of the most rigid econ- 
omy it was impossible to derive from 
this small sum the good results which 
might otherwise have been obtained. 
Still the measure of benefit was suffi- 
ciently pronounced to show that the 
state’s money was judicially expended 
and to make it evident that with a 
larger appropriation this year, it will be 
possible to accomplish better results.

The finance committee of the house, 
after a thorowgh investigation of the 
needs of the state’s soldiery, has decided 
to recommend that an appropriation of 
$18 000 be given the military. This sum 
can be put to efficient use, and is by no 
means more than is needed for the ac- 
tual expenses of putting the state mili- 
tia in good trim. 

In fostering a military spirit the state 
not only pays homage to a courageous 
sentiment, but what is vastly more im- 
portant, it provides in this way for its 
better security and protection. It is not 
a matter of sentiment, therefore, but 
one of practical benefit; and the legisla- 
ture should take note of this fact in mak- 
ing its appropriation to the state militia 
this year.

From the foregoing table, which gives 
the strength of the militia in each state, 
it will be observed that special appro- 
priations are made in every state and 
territory, with the exception of Arkan- 
sas, Nevada, Oklahoma and Alaska. The 
little state of Connecticut yearly appro- 
priates the handsome sum of $140,000 
while Rhode Island, with her diminutive 
area, gives as much as £67,000 to her 
state troops. ,

bestowed wpon her militia. When this 
important matter comes up before the 
legisiature for consideration it is hoped 
that a liberal appropriation will be vot- 
ed.

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The Railroad Taxation Bill Decision. 

‘the Gecision of the United States su- 
preme court yesterday is probably the 
last chapter in the story of the conten- 
tion over the Georgia railroad taxation 
law, which measure was enacted by the 
general assembly of 1889. Under the 
decision of the supreme court, the con- 
tention of the Central railroad that its 
charter exempted it from ‘county and 
municipal taxation is overthrown, and 
there is now no obstacle in the way of 
the unobstructed operation of this im- 
portant tax measure, which has been a 
source of considerable revenue to the 
counties of the state since its enactment. 

The Constitution earnestly supported 
this measure when it was under consid- 
eration by the general assembly. We be- 
lieved then, and we believe now, that 
railroad property should bear the same 
burden of taxation that is exacted from 
other kinds of property. The operation 
of the law has thoroughly vindicated 
the wisdom of its enactment, and the 
final decision of the supreme court of 
the United States must be a source of 
considerable gratification to Colonel W. 
C. Glenn, through whose untiring efforts 
as a member of the general assembly, 
the measure became a law.

Grain Exports from Southern Ports. 
It is gratifying to observe the steady 
increase of business transacted through 
our south Atlantic dnd gulf ports, es- 
pecially with reference to the exporta- 
tion of grain. 

In a recent issue of The New York 
Journal of Commerce a number of inter- 
esting figures are given showing that 
our southern ports are rapidly growing 
in inmyportance and flhat a future of signal 
prosperity lies just ahead of this section. 
Until the present year New York has 
enjoyed a monopoly of our grain export 
trade. In October, 1895, she exported 
no less than 3,156,948 bushels of corn, 
while New Orleans only exported 883,282 
bushels, Baltimore .788,838 bushels and 
Galveston 34,382 bushels. For the cor- 
responding month of the present year, 
however, a different showing is present- 
ed. During October, 1896, New York’s 
exportation of corn dropped over 1;500,- 
000 bushels. New Orleans headed the 
export list with 3,185,212 bushels of corn, 
while Baltimore came second with 2,673.- 
815 bushels. Even Galveston scored a 
handsome increase, while Charleston, 
Norfolk and other ports likewise made 
heavy gains in the volume of business 
transacted. In the exportation of wheat 
the records for the month of October 
also disclose a heavy loss for the New 
York port, with corresponding gaine 
for the south Atlantic and gulf ports. 

These figures plainly show that other 
routes ‘have been discovered by the grain 
merchants of the west besides the one 
which lies through the port of New York, 
and that equal, if not greater satisfac- 
tion has been derived from a change of 
ports. 

With the splendid facilities which the 
south has at her command, there ig no 
reason why the ports of this section 
should not enjoy a monopoly in the ex- 
portation of grain. 

Which Will Control? 

The discussion that has been going 
on in the republican newspapers since 
the election shows that the party is at 
war with itself.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Last spring the United States geological 
survey sent out a special expedition for 
the purpose of exploring’ the mineral re- 
sources of Alaska. The disclosures of this 
expedition, as contained in a recent report 
filed in Washington, justify the statement 
that Alaska will eventually becomie one of 
the most important gold producing #ec- 
tions of the country. The existence of 
gold in Alaska /has been a settled fact for 
some time, but the amount of precious met-~- 
al imbedded among the rocks of that dis- 
tant territory has been purely a matter of 
speculation. If it turns out that the ge- 
ological survey is correct in its theory it 
is more than likely that England and the 
United States have another boundary 
line dispute to settle. 


England has been rather backward in 
adopting electricity as a motive power. 
Within the last few days, however, a com- 
pany has been organized in London for the 
purpose of operating a line of electric cabs. 
London is devoted to the cab system of lo- 
comotion instead of puttine it aside for 
some new one, she prefers to apply the sci- 
ence of electricity to its further improve- 
ment. To show that she is not altogether 
sentimental in preferring the cab she has 
subscribed as much as $3,500,000 to the new 
stock company ‘which has just been organ- 
ized. Within the next few months the city 
of London will present a unique system of 
cabs. Each cab will be supplied with a 


storage battery and will carry passengers 


from one end of the city to another for a 
small consideration.

While the skaters miss 
the bracing air of an outdoor sport in the 
warm building, they have the compensation 
of cushioned seats, near at hand tea ta- 
bles, without which an English heart would 
give up the fight, and a cozy comfort not 
procurable on an outdoor pond. 


All those who have visited the Isle of 
Wight residence of the queen, Osborne, will 
remember the magnificent avenue of giant 
treés known as the queen’s road, which lies 
between the two lodge gates of the park.

I do not undertake to criticise the 
board for its action. for I do not know the

@emands of the schools made it necessary 
that they divert it from the »aval channels. 
Extra teachers were placed on duty, so 1 
understand, and the Boys’ High school 
caused the expenditure of about $1,000 more 
than was set aside for it, for the comple- 
tion of the building. ‘This was, of course, 


|.im the nature of an unusual expense. Had 


the fund set apart for the schools in the 
early part of the year been applied strictly 
to their usual maintainence there would 
have been no trouble about compieting the 
full term. Our committee found, upon in- 
vestigation, that to continue the schools 
to the day before Christmas would require 
an additional appropriation of $2,000, which 
appropriation we have decided to make in 
order that there may be no interruption. 
With this appropriation my understanding 
is that the board will continue the schools 
in every department and that they will 
not close until the day before Christmas.”

“What does that evening paper mean by 
calling the proposition to increase the sum 
raised by direct taxation for the public 
schools a ‘populist measure?’

Yesterday's tilt over the decision of 
Judge Redding on the new rule recently 
adopted by the house will probably lead to 
a reconsideration of that rule by the com- 
mittee on rules. It was adopted solely for 
the purpose of expediting business by do- 
ing away with the necessity of reading 
bills which have been adversely reported 
on, not with the idea of cutting off the 
consideration of*such measures. 

The populists endeavored to create the 
impression that their measures were be- 
ing discriminated against, but there seems 
to be no ground-for such contention. 

These county court bills—it was the fight 
over the Laurens court which brought on 
all the discussion—are usudily bones of 
contention. This bill, that abolishing the 
Taylor court and that abolishing the Jack- 
son court are of a kind. Those counties 
are populist, while the judge of the county 
court is a democrat. It may be, as Mr. 
Baggett claimed, that the Laurens bill is 
non-partisan; Mr. Sell says the same 
thing about the Jackson bill and Mr. Mont- 
fort made a similar contention in the last 
house, but somehow they fail to carry con- 
yiction to the hearts of the democrats.

Before Mr. Baggett could answer the ar- 
gument of Mr. Dodson Mr. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond, obtained the floor and made the 
point of order that debate was not in or- 
der on the motion of Mr. Baggett to take 
up the bill and put it upon its second 
reading. He read to the house a special 
rule, introduced by himself several days 
ago, preventing the second reading of ad- 
versely reported bills, which rule was 
adopted.

Legally Restrained. 


AGAINST THE COMURTHOUSE TAX 
Citizens Who Oppose It To Take Legal 
Steps. 

SOME ACTION MAY BE TAKEN THIS MORNING 


Sharp Division Among the People of 
DeKalb County Over the Ques- 
tion of a New Courthouse. 


The five county commissioners of DeKalb 
county will be enjoined from collecting the 
special tax levied by them for building a 
county courthouse. A bill of injunction 
will doubtless follow the investigation of 
Hon. W. B. Henderson, representative from 


that county. 

As was stated in the issue of yesterday’s 
Constitution a charge has been brought 
that the county commissioners of DeKalb 
county are illegally holding office. It is 
charged that all the acts of the county 
commissioners of that county are null and 
void, owing to a violation of the law in 
the appointment of the commissioners. 

Until the year 188 the county commis- 
sioners of DeKalb county were appointed 
by the grand jury, but about four years 
ago a local law was passed by the lgisla- 
ture requiring that the county commis- 
sioners of DeKalb county be elected by 
the people. This law has not been com- 
plied with by the grand jury of DeKalb 
county, so it is charged, and a number 
of taxpayers of that county charge that 
the commissioners are not legally entitled 
to hold their office, as they were appointed 
by the grand jury. It is charged by a cer- 
tain contingent of DeKalb county tax- 
payers that the five county commissioners 
holding office were not legally chosen, and 
consequently their acts are null and void. 

If this charge is sustained the action of 
the county commissioners in ordering a 
special levy of tax to build a new court- 
house will be null and void. A large part 
of this tax has already been collected, 
and if the commissioners are declared to 
be illegal officeholders this tax must be 
returned. 

The situation is unusual. Five gentle- 
men who supposed they were the legal 
representatives of the county as far as 
levying tax was concerned have gone anead 
and levied a special tax of W cents on the 
$100 for the purpose of building a new 
courthouse at Decatur. These gentlemen 
were duly agypointed by the grand juries 
of DeKalb county, but now comes the 
charge that they were not legally chosen; 
that they should have been elected by the 
people in conmipliance with an amendatory 
act passed by the legislature four Years 
ago. 

It ige true that the charge of illegality 
comes from those who are opposed to 
building the new courthouse, but if what 
they claim is true it matters not, from a 
leral standpoint, from whence the charges 
come. 

Commissioners Levy a Tax. 

Some time ago when the question of a 
new courthouse was worrying the people 
of DeKalb, when mass meetings were hbe- 
ing held to find the feeling of the people 
on this question, the county commissioners 
of that county suddenly put a quietus on 


tax of 50 cents on $100 would be collected 
for the purpose of building a new court- 
house. The action of the commissioners 
was deemed by some to be wrong and very 
unwise, while those who were clamoring 
for a new courthouse were loud in their 
praise of the county commissioners. 

By the action of the commissioners the 
tax collected by the county tax collector 
of DeKalb county should be $1.40 on $10, 
or 59 cents more than would have been col- 
lected had it not been for the action of 
the county commission. This special tax 
of 50 cents was collectable with the regular 
state and county tax, and consequently a 
large portion of it has been collected. 

Here is where the interesting question 
arises. Will the citizens of DeKalb county 
who have paid this extra tax levied by the 
be rebated the 
amount they have paid? It all depends 
upon the outcome of the question in the 
courts, for it seems that it is certain to be 
carried to the courts. 

It was rumored in Decatur yesterday, 
and the rumor reached Atlanta, that the 
taxpayers of the county who were against 
the special tax would file an injunction In 
the superior court asking Judge Candler 
to enjoin the commissioners trom coliect- 
ing this tax on the ground that they are 
not legal officeholders. The injunction will 
be filed right away and a number of the 
large ‘taxpayers of DeKalb county will 
fight against paying the tax. The out- 
come of the matter is awaited with in- 
terest by the people of DeKalb. 

The election will occur tomorrow on the 
question of removing the courthouse site 
from Decatur to Stone Mountain.

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_ | GANDIDATES FOR JUSTICE OF THE 
DIFFICULTIES. 
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_ PEACE HAVE} 


Legislature Passed a Bill Yesterday 
Which Helped Them Some, but 
Other Things Worry Them. 


The legislature yesterday morning passed 
a bill which will regulate the election for 
justice of the peace, so far as the registra- 
tion lists to be used are concerned. It will 
be remembered that there has been a good 
deal of worry among the candidates about 
the election. Under the law as it now 
stands, and will stand until the governor 
approves of the bill which passed the house 
yesterday, there can be no Jegal election of 
justices this year. 

The law provides that the election for 
these offices must take place on the first 
Saturday of each January; it is also pro- 
vided that the registration for one year 
cannot be used in an election which takes 
place the following year. The law also 
provides that the registration books must 
close twenty days before any election. 

« Now, as the election for the justice of 
the peace is on the first Saturday of Jan- 
uary, which next year will fall on the 
second day of that month, and as the 
registration for 1896 cannot be used in an 
election held in 1897, and as twenty days 
of January would run beyond the second 
day of that month, it follows that there 
can be no legal election. The bill which 
passed the house on yesterday settled the 
matter of registration at one shot. It was 
introduced by Mr. Felker, of Walton, and 
proyides that in all elections for justices 
of the peace the registration which was 
used in the election held in December of 


the preceding year shall be used. If the: 


bill passes the senate and is approved by 
the governor there will be no further 
trouble about the registration. 

Under the present law there is but one 
voting place in each militia M@strict, and 
that is the place for holding the justice of 
the peace court in that district. Now there 
are about 5,000 registered voters in the 
1026th militia district, which is on the south 
side of the city, and fully as many in the 
1234th district, which is on the north side 
of the city, and it is impossible for 5,000 
voters to cast their ballots at the same 
place on the same day. 

Several of the candidates who are in the 
field are looking for their main strength to 
come from West End, but it appears that 
that part of the city is not entitled to vote 
in this election, as it is not in the 1026th 
militia district, but is a part of the Black 
Hall district. This ts an eye-opener for 
several of the candidates as well as for 
the residents of West End. 

The candidates want the votes of their 
friends who live in West End and the 
residents of that part of the city claim 
that it is unjust for them to be debarred 
from voting in any election that is held 
in the city. They help, by their taxes, to 
support the justice courts of the city and 
claim that they should be allowed to have 
a voice in choosing the justice. However, 
they are not in the 1026th district and that 
is considered final by many of the candi- 
dates. It seems that when West End was 
taken into the city, by an act of the 
legislature, nothing was mentioned in the 
bill about changing the district.

tral railroad had under its charter was: ex- 
emption from state taxation and not from 
county or municipal taxation. 

This was the position taken by the author 
of the bill when it was introduced at the 
session Of 1888-’89. Pryor to that time it 
had been conceded: that the Central rail- 
road would be exempted, and this impres- 
sion had a great deal to do with the fail- 
ure to pass the prior measure covering 
this matter of taxation. 

A Talk with Mr. Glenn. 

Mr. W. ©. Glenn, the author of the bill, 
Was seen by a reporter yesterday. He was 
a member of the legislature of ’86-’87, ’88-'89, 
from Whitfield county, prior to his removal 
to Atlanta. This measure was introduced 
at the summer session of 1888, and after a 
finally 
passed by the legislature at the session of 
1889. But one change was made in the act 


known as the ‘fourth section,” and that 


Was afterwards declared inoperative by the 
supreme court of the Uniter States, where 
it was attacked by the author of the bill. 
Mr. Glenn said: 

“Of course it is very gratifying. to me 
to note the holding of the supreme court 
of the United States in this case. It was 
contended by me before the legislature in 
1888-'99, and before the finance committee 
of the senate, where the bill was elaborate- 
ly discussed by a large number of leading 
railroad lawyers, such as Hon. A. O. Bacon, 
N. E. Harris, P. L. Mynatt and Others, for 
the railroads, and myself for the bill, that 
the act would apply to the Central rail- 
road; that it tad no exemption from 
county taxation. 

“Subsequently, when the case of the Co- 
lumbus railroad against Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright was argued, I presented the 
Same view. It was not material in that 
case to decide the point, and therefore it 
Was not passable. 

“Thereafter its intervention was filed 
and Judge Speer sustained the contentions 
which I had made before the legislature 
and before the courts, and this decision eof 
his is the one which the supreme court 
of the United States has upheld. 

“I do not know what amount of money 
is now due the counties under it. The 
comptroller general can give the figures ac- 
Curately. I know that it must be a ver 
large amount, because the taxes ever since 
the act went into effect are now collecta- 
ble by them. 

“All I have ever derived from the mat- 
ter in any way, shape or form is the sat- 
isfaction in knowing that court efter court 
has affirmed every position tuken by mysclf 
at the inception of this controversy; that 
everything against it has been stricken out 
by the courts, and that everything put in 
by myself has been upheld, and that its ap- 
Plication has been of the character which 
I contended it would be.” 

History of the Case. 

The Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
P@ny of Georgia was first ineofporated by

On April 16th he filed in the circuit 
court of the United States an intervening 
petitiun against the receivers asking that 
they be required to pay him the taxes. 
The Central Railroad an@ Banking Com- 
pany of Georgia filed an answer. to this 
petition in which ‘they claimed that the 
company was not liable to the taxes under 
the acts of 1899 and 1890, because under 
the charter of their company it was exempt 
from taxation and that in so far as the 
acts affected the charter of the company 
it was unconstitutional because it con- 
travened a certain article in a certain sec- 
tion of the constitution of the United 
States. Upon hearing the argument of 
the case the court granted the order asked 
for by Comptroller General Wright. 

The case was then appealed to the United 
States supreme court and was argued some 
time ago, Colonel Terrell appearing for 
Comptroller Wright. The case was decided 
in favor of Captain Wright.

The Attorney General’s Part. 

Attorney General ‘Terrell has had an 
important part in protecting the state’s in- 
terest in this-litigation. Ile*has not only 
won the case for the state, but in doing 
so has saved the state considerable money. 

It has been usual in the past for the 
attorney general of the state to have the 
assistance Of special counsel in cases befare 
the United States supreme court, such as 
this one. Attorney General Terrell annoumnc- 


ed to the governor, however, that no special | 


counsel would be necessary in this case 
and he has carried it through alone. The 
result was a saving of considerable money 
in fees and a victory in the court of final 
resort which will add thousands of dol- 
lars to the treasuries of the counties and 
cities in which the main line of the Central 
lies.

Sunday morning the car from Washington 
for San Francisco passed through Atlanta 
crowded. These cars are so arranged that 
the passengers have as comfortable berths 
as are furnished on the regular Pullmans. 
In one end of the cars is a range and pas- 
sengers have the privilege of cooking their 
own meals on it if they wish. It is a very 
common thing for the passengers to make 
their own coffee and tea, or cook their own 
meats on the train. Jn this way the cost of. 
traveling is greatly reduced, as the charge 
for using these cars is only $7. for the 
entire trip. That is the cost above the 
price of the ticket, while the regular Bull- 
man charge in a sleeper would be probably 
$40. Phe patronage of this tourist line 
shows that the Southern route is taking a 
large part of the business which has been 
going west by way of Chicago or some of 
the other northern routes. 

The route through Atlanta is over the 
Southern, the Atlanta and West Po'nt, the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Southern 
Pacific. These roads all make good time. 
A passenger leaves Washington on Satur- 
day morning at 11:15 o’clock, reaches At- 
lanta the next morning,-is in New Orleans 
that night, is at Houston, Tex., at 8:45 Mon- 
day morning, at El Paso 2:35 Monday af- 
ternoon, in Phenix Wednesday morning at 
8:45 o’clock, at Los Angeles that night and 
in San Francisco Thursday afternoon at 
4:45 o'clock. 

The trip takes a little more than five days 
from Washington to San Francisco or 
about four and one-half days from Atlanta. 

The routa is shorter from New York to 
San Francisco by way of Atlanta than by 
way of Chicago.

EMIGRANT BUSINESS IS SLOW. 


Very Few People Are Leaving Georgia 
for Texas These Days. 

The emigrant business is dying out. 
Very few people from this part of the coun- 
try are moving away these days. A few 
years ago the railroads used to carry thou- 
sands of Georgians, Carolinians and Ala- 
bamiams every year to Texas and Arkan- 
sas. Now they do not carry more than two 
or three hundred a year. 

Right now there is a small movement on 
in this territory and some of the passen- 
ger agents are after it with the old zest. 
But the best railway managers of today 
are opposed to encouraging this kind of 
business. The Southern particularly has 
taken this stand and it is against the poli- 
cy of the management to stir up a move- 
ent of people away from their lines to a 
distant part of the country. Many of the 
old emigrants have returned from Texas 
and reported that they had a harder time 
out there than they ever saw in Georgia or 
the Carolinas, except ‘‘endurin’ ”’ the war.

Mr. Richards and Mr. Haile; formerly of 
Atlanta, have opened a banking house in 
Wall street, New York, and they are in the 
promoting business. Coleone] Ed Machen. 
who built the Macon and Northern, is also 
associated with them. They have same big 
development plans on foot and Mr. Machen 
says that some of them “will startle the 
natives’’ when they are ready to be sprung. 

“We want the legislature to authorize

New York, November 30.—Trading at the 
stock exchange today was, as usual of late, 
entirely professional.

This fact is generally recognized | i 
trade and the persistent stand on the ang 
side of the market taken by so many n 
the old time operators this season is due in 
no small degree to the belief that the aprine 
wheat production was only moderate. . Al- 
though the receipts of spring wheat since 
July 1st have been nearly as large as a 
ing the same period last year, this is partly 
due to the heavy movement of old wheat 
previous to September Ist. Since that date 
the movement shows a material decrease, 
particularly during the nt; month, 
and all advices from the northwest agree 
in stating that the receipts during the re- 
mainder of the season will be light com- 
pared with last year. At the same time 
there is every indication that the supply of 
winter wheat will be very small. In fact, 
there are large sections of the winter wheat 
belt which are practically bare of wheat, 
and the country millers are drawing upon 
the large points of accumulation for spring 
wheat as well as supplies of winter wheat 
as they hold, 

In view of this state of affairs it seems 
entirely probable that the visible supply 
will reach its maximum figure in the near 
future, if it has not already done so, and 
although the aggregate of stocks held at 
visible supply points is now not much 
smaller than one year ago, it is confidently 
predicted ; that the decrease will begin 
earlier and progress much faster than last 
year. On the last crop the maximum vis- 
ible supply of 70,000,000 bushels was reached 
on December 28th, and in the previous 
season top was touched on December 29th, 
with 89,000,000 bushels, and the year before 
that on January 20th with 80,375,000 bushels, 
though there was practically no decrease 
during the next week. It is evident, there- 
fore, from what has been said above and 
from the estimated needs of Europe that 
the visible supply ought to begin decreasing 
earlier and fall to smaller proportions by 
next spring than has been the case in sev- 
eral years. The smallest visible supply in 
1896 was 45,000,000 bushels, In 1895 about 35.- 
000,000, in 1894 about 653,000,000, in 1893 about 
56,000,000, but. in 1891 it stood at 12,000,000 
bushels. | 

The situation in the ¢ash markets con- 
tinues extremely ’. favorable... The .north- 
wesiern markets hold their’ relative 
strength compared with Chicago and win- 
ter wheat commands a big premium every- 
where. ‘(May wheat‘in Toledo, based on 
red winter, sold at $1:on Saturday and the 
fact that the present high price does not 
br’ng out more winter wheat is only sat- 
isfactorily explained ‘on the ground that 
the country is bare of it, and it is a fair 
supposition that considerable spring wheat 
flour will be consumed in winter wheat 
states. The strength of the speculative 
markets recently has been largely on such 
developments in this country, but the Euro- 
pean situation also presents some strong 
features a& noted below.

The exports of wheat and flour last week 
included 1,344,000 bushels from the Pacific 
coust against 1,668,000 bushels the previous 
week, 

The European market assumed a more 
favorable aspect last week. After lagging 
for some time the Liverpool speculative 
market jumped about 4c per bushel on 
Wednesday and has since shown more 
Sympathy with the strength here. ‘The 
advance here has been against export bus- 
iress, but there is some inquiry and a few 
lots were taken at the advance. English 
trade journals continue very bullish on the 
situation, declaring that importing ceun- 
trics will need all the wheat Russia can 
spare and in addition a large amount from 
this country, estimated by one authority 
at 17,000,000 bushels monthly, or 114,000,000 
bushels before the first of next July. 
Everything concerning Russia is of partic- 
ular interest at present, as thet countrv 
is the only competitor with America at 
present. The recent official report of the 
Russian crop seems. to thave caused some 
confusion among English writers, as one 
atithority maintains that it indicates about 
28,000,000 bushels less wheat then last year 
and another that the shortage is $9,900,000 
bushels. The rye crop is also short. but 
exports from there are increasing There 
is nothing new about the Argentine crop. 

The speculative market for corn and oats 
have been neglected and prices show no 
material change. Owing to the damp con- 
dition of new corn, the movement is likely 
to cont'nue moderate during December and 
should the wheat market keep strong. spec- 
ulation may get into corn and rally the 
market. This se>ms to be about the only 
prospect of greater speculative activity.

He Went There Early in the Summer 
for the Benefit of His 
Health.

A telegram announcing the death of Ben- 
jamin F. Carter was received yesterday 
morning by his brother, Mr. Colquitt Carter, 
of this city.

Watkin’s assidu- 
ous attentions suddenly came to a halt at 
the request of the old man, and the young 
man was refused admittance to his sweet- 
heart's house. 

Unfortunately for him, Watkins drowned 
his sorrow in booze. It ig said he has been 
on @ protracted drunk ever since. Several 
times he has called at the home of his 
flancee, and as many times has he been 
ordered away by her irate father. 

Two weeks ago last Monday, Watkins, 
realizing he would probably never be able 
to win his fair prize, determined to do 
something desperate. He swore, therefore, 
that if he never lived to marry sweet Em- 
ma no one else should. So putting his pis- 
tol in his pocket he went to the lot near 
the Exposition mills at a time when he 
knew the young lady would pass fully bent 
on sacrificing her life as a compensation 
for his disappointment. 

Shot at His Sweetheart. 

At her accustomed time the young girl 
came ‘tripping along going to her home from 
work, She did not see Watkins who was 
secreted behind a corner of the building.

Lumpkin, J.—The general rule that one 
who seeks to rescind, on the ground of 
fraud in its procurement, an executed con- 
tract of which he has received the fruits, 
must, before bringing his action, make or 
offer to make restoration to the opposite 
party, is not varied because of the plain- 
Liff’s SRADEIEY FOUES BOVEY to do so. 

Judgment rmed. 

Athinnee. J., dissenting.—1. Notwithstand- 
ing the performance of the apparently ra- 
tional physical act of executing a written 
evidence of a contract, if, at the time of 
the performance of such act, the party 
sought to be charged was incapable, in 
consequence of mental intirmity, to enter 
into the contract itself, he will not be 
bound, and the mere physical acceptance of 
the fruits of such an agreement, while still 
mentally incapable of understanding the 
nature of his act, Will not serve as a rati- 
fication of an agreement apparently enter- 
ed into under such circumstances; and, 
therefore, whether the writin entered into 
under such circumstances, whieh purports 
to operate as evidence of an accord and 
satisfaction of a pre-existing right of ac- 
tion, is binding, is dependent, not upon the 
mere physical act of apparently receiving 
moneys in satisfaction of such cause of 
action, but upon whether the mental con- 
dition of the person so receiving it was such 
as to have enabled him originally to enter 
into the contract of accord and satisfac- 
tion, or such as to enable him knowingly 
to ratify such a transaction, the evidence 
of which was executed while he was under 
a disability to contract, because of his 


mental candition, 

2. If no contract was made, then the 
plaintiff received no money in pursuance of 
that contract, and is therefore not bound 
to make restitution, but he can bring his 
action upon the original cause of action, 
Whether in the present case the alleged 
contract was originally binding, or whether 
it afterwards became so, because of its 
ratification, were questions for the jury; 
and under the facts stated in the declara- 
tion, the court erred in sustaining the de- 
murrer.

superior ccurt have, under section 268, par. 
2, of the code, express authority ‘“‘to re- 
celve the amounts of all costs due in the 
courts of which they are clerks,’’ they are 
not officers authorized by law ‘“‘to execute 
and return’ executions; and consequently, 
a mere entry by a clerk upon an execution, 
acknowledging that he had received the 
costs due thereon, will not suffice to re- 
lieve from dormancy the judgment upon 
which the execution is based. 
2. This case differs from that of Gholston 
v. O’Kelley, 81 Ga. 19, in which it was held 
that where a receipt for costs was entered 
upon an execution by a justice of the 
peace, the date of such receipt would con- 
stitute a new point from which the statute 
as to dormancy would begin to run. A jus- 
tice of the peace is a collecting officer 
liable to rule as such; and while a clerk 
would be subject to rule for non-payment 
of costs actually collected by him, hé could 
not be ruled for a failure to collect. The 
doctrine of the Gholston case, as to this 
point, should not be extended.

of this statute affected by the death of a 
defendant in execution.
